Almost tbe entire run of trout wbiob 


leaves Pyramid lake, must deposit 
their eggs in the lower portion of the 
Trnckee river. 


The eggs hsvleg been deposited un- 


der a thin gravelly covering, heavy 
rails aome and tbe water continues to 
rise uatil it baa become so high and 
swift that not one of those eggs oenld 
possibly survive. 


They may be washed away, devoured, 


by iasscts, or covered to snob a depth 
aa to be entirely lost 


Under the above oirenmitances tbe 


eggs perish by millions, and the won- 
der is not tbat »o many ptriib, but tbat 
any snrvive at all. 


On the other hand, had we an ade- 


quate appropriation for the mainte- 
nance of a hatchery, fully ninety per 
cent of thess eggs could be saved, 
while by the natural way of spawning, 
not more than five per cent beeome 
ferUl^a, and from this amount only 
a small percentage attains to maturity. 


We have an excellent code of pro- 


tective laws, and all tbat is now re- 
quired is that we pnt into practice the 
art of fish breeding, and aid in main- 
taining a natural supply, and, also in- 
erease tbe supply bsyond its natural 
limits rapidly enough to meet the ne- 
cessities of a constantly increasing pop 
nlation. 


To nnaid and derange, natnre can do 


bat little to meet the natural demasd 
f JT flab to eat, for fishing, unsupported 
by flsb culture, will soon destroy a 
eUeap and healthful food for tbousaads 
of our people. 


Practically, from now on, the Trnekee 


river will be divided into two streams, 
and tbe great benefit we have in the 
past derived by California stocking the 
•eadwatere of tbe Trnekee will be pnt 
off for the reason that for ten months 
daring each year all the water in this 
stream from ths psper mill to tbe power 
plant will be diverted from its natural 
channel and conveyed by pipe and 
flume to tbe torblner, and the result 
will be tbat small fiib moving down 
stream will be destroyed bypassing 
through tbe wheels. Daring the high 
water of spring whsn fish can pass oycr 
these damr, they are migrating np 
etream, thereby greatly reducing the 
amount of parent flsb tbat we now 
have, for they tannot diop down 
stresm during the period of low water. 


Planting* of trout for tbe benefit of 


our people, must be made below tbe 
above-named establishments, and I 
would prefer not to see any fl»h die 
tribnled from 
a hatchery intp the 


Trnckee river, for tbe benefit of our 
State, ebwe the bee* of the Steamboat 
dltob, 


So thoroughly do I understand the 


exact condition of the Truckee river 
since tbe operating of tbe paper mill 
thereon, we must not approve of the 
taking of eggs to bs hstehsd and plant- 
ed solely outside our State, ae it will 
result in absorbing the only means 
which we have of restocking ths vari- 
ous mountain atreami tbroqghont tbe 
eastern portion of this State, wbioh are 
becoming barren of trout. To replen- 
ish these strsasss, we wftrbe dependent 
on the parent flsb In the Truekee river, 
M there are few. If any, outside this 
stream, that prodoee a 
sufficient 


amount of parent flsb to replenish it- 
self. 


Great care must be taken that we do 


not impoverish the supply of rainbow 
trout In the Trnokee river, for sooner 
or later, we will have to resort to this 
itream for plantings of trout elsewhere 
within this State. 


If we should be so unfortunate ae net 


to sscnre an appropriation for tbe 
maintenance of a hatchery, we must 
certainly legislate against the affecting 
of the natural breeding throughout our 
elreams. 


It is with regret that I lay down my 


pen when writing in connection with 
our fishery interests, but I recognize 
the value of newspaper space and trust 
this matter may bs given the necessary 
eoBsideration by our coming Legisla- 
tor*
